NEW YORK, Oct. 17.—Rose 
Pastor Stokes, one-time $12-a- 
week cigar maker, whose marriage 
20 years ago to the millionaire J. 
G. Phelps Stokes, was pictured 
as one of the beautiful romances 
of history, was divorced today on 
statutory grounds. 

Evidence indicating at least two 
cases of misconduct was intro- 
duced before Supreme Court Jus- 
tice Tompkins in Nyack, who 
granted the decree. There was 
testimony that Mrs. Stokes had 
stated that, when divorced. she 
would marry H. B. Grossmann, 
Sharon Springs, N. Y., hotel owner, 
named as chief co-respondent. 
But almost overshadowing the 
sensation of the charges was the 
climax to the case. 

Mrs. Stokes was not in court and 


when Justice Tompkins asked for 
her counsel there was no reply. 
At 10:30 a. m. he handed down 
his decree. At 12:05 p. m. a man 
rushed in. 

Attorney Later Rushes In. 

“I am Mrs. Stokes’ counsel,” he 
said. “I am here to contest the 
suit against her for divorce and to 
present evidence of extenuating 
circumsances.”’ 

“You are too late,” replied Jus- 
tice Tompkins. “This Court grant- 
ed James Graham Phelps Stokes 
an interlocutory decree of divorce 
more than an hour and a half 
ago.”

One certainty stands out: There 
will be some sort of tax reduction. 
President Coolidge has promised 
reduction and both parties in Con- 
vress are for it. The questions to 
be fought out in committee and 
on the floors of the two houses are 
how much of an aggregate cut 
shall be made, and in what pro- 
portions it shall be distributed 
among the different clases of 
taxpayers. 

Judging from advance state- 
ments by their spokesmen, it will 
be the tactics of the Democrats to 
“out-Mellon” the Secretary of the 
Treasury by seeking a greater ag- 
zregate reduction than the Treas- 
ury is prepared to recommend. The 
Democrats, while acceding to the 
principle of reduction in the top 
brackets as well as the lower, will 
doubtless endeavor to hold the high 
surtaxes somewhat nearer their 
present level than the treasury de- 
sires. This will be the aim also of 
the radical groups in both houses. 

The exact details of the Treas- 
ury recommendations are not 
known, but the news has been al- 
lowed to come out that Mellon will 
advocate a maximum sgurtax of 20 
per cent to replace the present 
maximum of 40 per cent. He is 
said to favor also a normal tax of 
5 per cent instead of the pres- 
ent 6. 

Opposed to Estate Tax. 

The expressed opposition of the 
Secretary to the imposition of a 
Federal estate tax has not abated, 
nor has he changed his view that 
the present gift tax provision should 
be thrown out or amended. Re- 
garding the estate tax, he has 
pointed out that “it fe quite possi- 
ble under our complex system of 
property ownership in America for 
the various states and the Federal 
Government to take by death taxes 
more than 1090 per cent of a par- 
ticular estate.” 

If the estate tax is to be retained 
at all as a source of Federal reve- 
nue, it is Mellon’s opinion that a 
revision of the rates downward is 
imperative. 

The gift tax has been character- 
ized by the Secretary as “an excel- 
lent illustration of the futility of 
trying to prevent avoidance of ex- 
cessive taxes and still not penalize 
legitimate transactions.” 

Mellon is expected to repeat 
these opinions before the Ways 
and Means Committee, as well as to 
re-emphasize his opposition to the 
publicity feature of the present 
law.

MAYPORT, F'la., Oct. 17.—Ten 


persons, seven men and three wom- 
en, are missing from the passenger 
list of the Clyde liner Comanche, 
which was destroyed by fire off 


this port late today. 

The vessel was virtually a total 
loss. At midnight it was aban- 
doned and still burning. The 
survivors were taken aboard the 
tanker Reaper, while physicians 
were hurried here from Jackson- 


ville and neighboring sections. 

The Reaper and pilot boat, Mota. 
with the rescued passengers and 
crew members, reached here at 
10:20 p. m. Capt. E. EB. Curry of 
the Comanche is suffering from «a 
badly sprained leg. 

According to the description of 
the fire, it started about 7:30 in 
hold No. 2 forward, and despite 
the efforts of'the crew the blaze 
soon spread beyond centrol The 
Reaper, which was not far away 
when it heard the 8 O 8 call, 
sent two lifeboats to the scene. 
The Comanche sent out two life- 
boats, one to the Réaper and one 
to the Mota. 


Rescues Captain. 

J. J. Gaudet, the chief engineer 
of the Comanche, was the hero of 
the disaster, survivors gay, rescu- 
ing Capt. Curry and nine others 
from one of the Comanche life- 
boats which had been swamped.

The present Police Commission- 
ers, under whom there has been a 


dietermined campaign against

Figures in the report are: Total 
arrests under city ordinances, 54,- 
885; arrests for playing cards and 
dice, 96655; total arrests under 
State laws, 34,128; arrests for pro- 
hibition violation, 2988.

There were 
only 861 police arrests for Volstead 
act violation. 

Disturbing the peace, with fewer 
than 7000 arrests, wasn’t in it that 
year as a popular pastime, com- 
pared with traffic violations. The 
traffic figures are interesting as 
showing that comparatively few 
women were arrested for such of- 
fenses. The report does not show 
how many women, if any, escaped 
receiving tickets by the judicious 
exercise of smiles. The figures:

13,873 Arrests for Robbery. 

Robbery was the chief cause of 
arrest in State cases, 13,873 men 
and 612 women being listed under 
this charge, but the number was 
great because of the numerous ar- 
rests on suspicion where no evi- 
dence materialized.

I told him 
that I thought Senator Hill would 
not be willing to have so long a 
speech made in conclusion, but as 
he would require that much time, 
and seemed to prefer the closing 
speech, I returned to Senator Hill 
with his request. Hill objected to 
it on the ground that the first 
speech ought to be the long one, 
and the last speech ought to be 
the short one, and as he did not 
like to have the Senator follow him, 
urged me to keep the closing speech 
for myself and give the opening 
speech to Senator Tillman. 

That, of course, was my prefer- 
ence. I did not care to speak so 
long, and I-knew that the closing 
ape gave me a better opportu- 

nity for my kind of speaking. I 
had been speaking long enough to 
know that, comparing myself with 
myself, I was more effective in a 
brief speech in conclusion than a 
longer speech that simply Aaid 
down propositions for another to 
answer.

The cornerstone of Bixby Hall, 


Fine Arts Building, will be laid 
at 10 a. m. tomorrow. The stone 
will be set in place by W. K. Bix- 
by, capitalist and member of the 
University Corporation, who pre- 
sented the university with more 
, than $250,000 for the express pur- 
| pose of erecting a fine arts build- 
ing. 

The ceremony will be open to 
the public and to all fine arts stu- 
dents and will have as honorary 
guests the Artist Guild and the Art 
Alllance. Chancellor Hadley will 
preside. 

The services wil] include ad- 
dresses by W. K. Bixby, the donor; 
Clark McAdams of the Artist 
Guild, A. Blair Redington of the 
Art Alliance, and E. H. Wuerpel, 
director of the School of Fine Arts. 

Of English Renaissance Design. 

Funds for Bixby Hall were given 
to the university in 1921, but build- 
ing was delayed until the spring 
of 1925 by the excessive costs of 
building. The structure will be 
completed within the next six 
months. Unlike the other build- 
ings on the university campus, 
which are Tudor-Gothic architer- 
ture, the new building is of En- 
glish Renaissance design. It will 
be finished in Indiana limestone. 
The edifice is one of the few that 
is not included as part of the quad- 
rangle arrangement of the campus. 
It faces Forsythe avenue and is 
on the extreme southeast corner of 
the grounds, near Skinker road. 

The site is south of the old Fin? 
Arts Building, which was used as 
the British pavilion during the

“Rose-Maric” Is a New Departure 
in Musical Shows. 

CAS®T in some respects un- 
A pardonable and many deadly 

literary faults should not 
hlind us to the fact that “Rose- 
Marie.” which forsook the Shu- 
hbert-Jefferson last night after a 
prosperous visit of three weeka, 
marks a new departure in the 
production of musical shows.

Some time 
soon-—before Thanksgiving, prob- 
ably-—she will make her first ap- 
pearance as Portia to confound the 
excellent Shylock of her new part- 
ner in the theater. Next, they say, 
the play will be “Much Ado About 
Nothing,” a comedy which has been 
let severely alone ever since Soth- 
ern and Marlowe undertook it 231 
years ago in the first season of 
their famous association—exzcept 
for one hastily reconsidered month 
in which John Drew played tho 
plece in the fall of 1913. 

Followed News of Bobbed Hater. 
HE tidings that Ethel Barry- 
more would join forces this year 

with Walter Hampden were pub- 
lished a few weeks ago, coming 
close on the world-shaking news 
that she had bobbed her hair, It 
caused almost as much comment 
and even more speculation. Mr. 
Hampden’s reasons for extending 
the invitation seemed to me fairly 
obvious. 

Here was a player whe, as & 
Shakepearean actor, had come Up 
in the world aince that nerv- 
ous Friday afternoon one week 
after the armistice in 1918, 
when he presentéd himself as 
Hamlet at the Plymouth Thea- 
ter in this city. At that time hig 
name meant little to the playgoers 
of this country and even less to the 
managers, every one of whom 
would have roared with unfeeling 
laughter had anyone suggested the 
wild venture of presenting Hamp- 
dén formally as the Prince of Den- 
mark. 

The confetti of the Armistice 
debauch was still whirling in the 
November wind when room was 
finally found for the new “Hamlet” 
at the Plymouth In some spare 
hour when the stage would net 
be needed for “‘Redemption,” the 
abysmal Tolstoy tragedy wherewith 
John Barrymore tnen had posses- 
sion of the theater. 


“Hamict” Was New to Him. 

T was due to this proximity 

that Mr. Barrymore, on his way 
to or from his dressing-room 
dropped into a seat to watch the 
majestical unfolding of a play 
which, whik not precisely new to 
the world, was none the leas new 
to him. For until that afternoon 
he had never read nor seen “Ham- 
let,” the play with which a few 
years later his own name both in 
America and England was to be- 
come inextricably associated. 

For some seasons, Hampden 
led a fly-by-night existence, play- 
ing Shakespeare on euch stray 
afternoons and mornings as the 
managers would grudgingly pre- 
vide a stage for him. But grad- 
ually his reputation sccumulated, 
and when he turned out the light 
last Saturday night it must have 
been with a sigh of that -ta- 
credulous relief wherewith a way- 
farer celebrates his, arrival at the 
top of a long, long hill. For, on 
Saturday night, Walter Hampéen 
played “Hamlet” at the Hampden 
Theater. 

The Hampden Theater is our 
old friend the Colonial, shaped, 
colored, dressed afresh—a whilom 
temple of the two-a-day which, of 
late years, has been given over to 
the dusky dancers whe have been 
doing breakdowns in the wake of 
“Bhuffie Along.”

The heart in tuberculosis almost 
always beats faster than normal, 
100 the minute is very common, 
even at rest, while a rate of 120 
to 140 ts usual when the toxemia | 
or weakness is great.

Rest cure should begin at the 
time the diagnosis is made or as 
s0on as tuberculosis is suspected. 
In no other way can the tempera- 
ture and pulse be brought down, 
the cough and expectoration reduc- 
ed, the appetite and digestion im- 
proved, the strength and weight 
increased. 

_ Bed Imperative, 

The bed is imperative in every 
ease of active tuberculosis because 
the maximum rest can be obtain- 
ed only tn bed. Avoid all excite- 
ment, and restrict the talking. 
The fewer the visitors the better. 
Reading should be limited and 
little writing allowed. Games and 
fancy work are to be prohibited 
during periods of strict rest. For- 
bidding the patient to feed himself 
or make any motion of the hands 
may be necessary at times. Pos- 
tural rest (Webb), lying chiefiv 
on the affected side with a gmal! 
Pillow under this side, will ald in 
keeping the lung at rest, as wi!! 
also certain binders or splints. Ar- 
tificfal pneumothorax is mainly 
a treatment of lung rest. Exercise 
in any form should not be permit- 
ted until the temperature, taken 
every two hours, has been normal 
for at least severa} weeks, and 
should the pulse remain persis- 
tently fast, not even then. 

The more complete the rest the 
shorter is the duration of treat- 
ment, the greater the presumption 
of recovery and the more the pro- 
bability of permanance of cure. 
In no other disease accompanied 
by fever is the patient told to ex-

directed exercise than by any oth. |

Part of the disturbance from 
electrical devices is practically in- 
evitable and must be regarded, like 
atmospheric disturBances, as part 
of the tnherent limitation of radio 
reception. In other words, the lir 
ttation of radio reception is 
only the distance and the power of 
the transmitting stations and the 
isensttiveness of the recelving set, 
but also the omnipresent bacx- 
ground of slight electrica!] disturb- 
ances which drown out stenals be- 
low a certain intensity. This back- 
ground of electrical disturbances is 
the underlying reason why recep- 
tion from local stations its inherent- 
ly superior to reception from dis- 
tant stations.” 

Here are a few suggestions of- 
fered by the Standards Radio Lab- 
oratory toward decreasing interfer- 
ence: 

“The first thing to do in tracing 
the source of trouble, ts to make 
sure that it is not in the receiving 
set itself.

the more serious allegations. 

Mr. Justice Orde, however, found it nec- 
essary in giving judgment to use the follow- 
ing language: 

“Weighing all I have heard, I find as 6 
fact that during the year 1922—the parti- 
cular occasion is of no particular consequence 
—-Mrs. Cooke and ‘Mr. A’ were guilty of an 
offense. 

“Taking up the other charge, I am forced 
to conclude from her former actions, her at- 
titude and her state of mind toward men 
not her husband, that there is no doubt that 
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With her daughter, Shirley, for whom she has fought courts and husband more than three years. 


Mrs. Cooke was guilty with both ‘Mr. C,’ and 
‘Mr. E.’ The evidence is not at all as strong 
as in the case of ‘Mr. A,’ but we have the 
continued, frequent and steady visits of these 
two young men coming to court her, just as 
if she was an unmarried woman, such 13 to 
render her conduct open to grave suspicion. 


A Judge’s Comment 


“Tf each rested upon its own efforts, if 
there was not her previous conduct, that evi- 
dence would have to be scrutinized. But I 
am foroed to conclude that the frequent visits 
of ‘Mr. C,’ in 1923 all point to an intimacy 
that, if it does not amount to an offense, is 


very difficult to explain. 

‘“T find that during the period from the 
summer of 1923 until ‘Mr. C’ left, that Mrs. 
Cooke and he committed an offense on one 
or more occasions, and the same thing is 
true in regard to ‘Mr. E’ whose friendship has 
continued apparently up until the present 
time.” 

Saying that Mrs. Cooke would need finan- 
cial assistance during the recent divorce trial, 
Mr. Justice Orde continued, “Jt was unwise 
for her to accept ‘Mr. E’s assistance.” 

He went on, “Neither of these men have 
been called to give their evidence. ‘Mr. E’ 
was apparently here almost daily, but was not 
called and has not come forward himself to 
prove his innocence. 

“The absense of these three men from the 
witness box presents a very serious aspect. 
She has not seen fit to call them and the 
fact that they have not been called must be 
considered.”’ 
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co indicated that the case was in the hands 
of Secretary of Labor Davis. Archibald 
Johnson, counsel for Mrs. Cooke, claimed 
that the action to deport her had been def!- 
nitely dropped by the Federal Government.

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Cooke Awarded Custody 
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° On Sept. 30 Superior Judge J. T. Trabtucco 
in San Francisco gave judgment awarding 
the custody of the child to Cooke, but as 
neither the wife nor Cooke was in court, al- 
though under order to be there, Cooke was 
in the position of a father being awarded the 
custody of his child and not knowing where 
to find her . 

Cooke is 40 years old, his wife about 25. 

The evidence adduced by Cooke in the 
alimony action to describe the relations of 
his wife with other men would fill many 
volumes. Tyical of it are some extracts re- 
lating to “Mr. A.,”’ a well-known young man 
in Toronto. The first witness called was 
Emily Granger, a former servant in ‘the 
Cooke home. Handed a photograph of “Mr 
A,” she identified it as that of a man whom 
she had seen at the house almost daily during 
1912, and also at the Cooke summer home 
at Island Grove, Lake Simcoe. 

“In the spring of 1922 this man stayed all 
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day, making love to Mrs. Cooke,” said wit- 
ness, “kissing and hugging her.

Cooke’s lawyer said that one of the men 
whose names had been mentioned in the ali- 
mony proceedings had also disappeared and 
that Mrs. Cooke had been seen in his com- 
pany at the border. Mr. Justice Kelly, who 
heard Cooke’s application for custody of the 
child January 27, gave judgment in his favor: 
“In my opinion,” he said, “the mother is not 
a fit and proper person to have the child. 
It is in evidence,” he went on, “that since the 
judgment in the alimony action Mrs. Cooke 
has been seen in company with one of the 
men with whom that judgment declares she 
had misconducted herself.”

A $1,250,000 order for 500 auto-

Central Rallroed was announced by 
the car foundry officials. This 
work will be started in December 
and probably completed in Janu- 
ary. It cannot be finished sooner, 
since the plant is only half through 
filling a $1,500,000 order for 1000 
cane cars for Cuban sugar plan- 
tations. 

The foundry plant is using about 
half of its capacity force of work- 
men, approximately 750 men. The 
company now assures them of 
steady work at least wntil January. 

The Commonwealth Steel (€o., 
which has been operating only one 
of its six furnace units, started a 
second unit Friday, General Man- 
arer A. T. Morey announced. He 
said new orders for railway equip- 
ment had made this possible. Work 
previously had been siack because 
the rallroads had not been purchas- 
ing much equipment, ufilizing old 
stock Instead. 

The steel company did not find it 
necessary to reduce its force of 2500 
men, but did greatly decrease the 
length of their working day and 
consequently thetr earning power.

Morey 
said the second furnace would be 
kept in operation for some time.

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Major-General Greely Describes 


This Execution at the Arctic’s Rim 


By CHARLES G. ROSS. 


HE year was 1884. The scene was 
bleak and desolate Cape Sabine on El- 
lesmere Land, only 11 degrees from 
the North Pole. In a low stone hut cov- 
fred with deep drifts of snow 12 men lay 
dying. They were all that were left of 25 
Who had gone into the Arctic three 
years before at the command of the United 
States Government, and there they had been 
Caught in the grip of the ice and the relent- 
less Arctic‘ winter. Hope was almost gone. 
Their rations had dwindled to such an’ ex- 
tent that they were being divided, not by the 
bound nor by the ounce, but by the six- 
teenth of an ounce. Each aliver of food was 
&8 fine as a match. A day's ration would not, 
COver the palm of the hand. The survivors 
Were eating the sealskin thongs from their 
boots and the boots themselves. 
it Was an army expedition and a lieuten- 
Snt of cavalry was in command. Although 
hear to death he never lost hold on his men.

Near Cape Sabine, June 6, 1884. 


To Sergeants Brainard, Frederick 
and Long: 

Notwithstanding promises given by 
Private C. B. Henry yesterday, he has 
since, as acknowledged to me, tam- 
pered with seal thongs, if not other 
food, at the old camp. This perti- 
nacity and audacity is the destruction 
of this party, if not at once ended. 
Private Henry will be shot today, all 
care being taken to prevent his injur- 
ing anyone, as his physical strength is 
greater than that of any two men. 
Decide the manner of death by two 
ball and one blank cartridge, This or- 
der is imperative and absolutely neces- 
sary for any chance of life.

credible hardships in the Arctic a generation 
ago, displays a phvaical vigor that would”. 
shame many a map of half his years. His 
frame is erect and his blue eves, behind their 
glasses, are “keen and lively. Only in the 
deepened lines of his face and the white- 
ness of his full jutting beard can the age 
of the General be read His mental facul 
ties have weathered the vears as successful- 
ly as his physique. 

“My friends tell me,’ said the General, 
“that I am made of steel.” 


seated before a crackling wood fire in the 


] T WAS only by request that the General, 
™ giassed-in sun porch of his little summer 


home in the White Mountains of New 
Hampshire, would go into the details 
of those days on Cape Sabine. He 


preferred to talk of his laying of cables and 
stringing of telegraph wires, while he was 
the Chief Signal Officer of the Army; of his 
wireless installation in Alaska; of his b'ood- 
leas victory over an Indian tribe on the war- 
path; of his feeding of the multitude after 
the San Francisco earthquake of 1906. 

The Lady Franklin Bay expedition, which 
held the attention of the world to an cven 
greater extent than the Amundsen and Mac- 
Millan ventures have done lately, lives in 
the inemory of its chief figure merely as one 
of the episodes in a singularly long and 
varied career of army service. 


“But do you not,’ I asked, ‘‘recall some- 
times those experiences so filled with drama 
and fine deeds? Do you not contrast the 
polar methods of the early pioneering days 
with the modern efforts to get to the pole 
by airplane?’ 

The General brushed aside the implied as- 
aumption that he was living in the Arctic 
past. “I have done other work than Arctic 
exploring,’ te said. ‘‘We were sent north 
by the Government to do a certain pleve of 
work and we went. My mind does not dw: !! 
on it. It was part of my service as an 
army officer. I have never done a earcat 
thing, nor anything that was planned far 
ahead. My requisition for the supplies of 
the Lady Franklin Bay expedition had tu be 
drawn up on 72 hours’ notice. It has been 
my philosophy to do, day by day, the work 
that came to hand to be done.”’ 

[ had read a portion of General Greely's 
vivid diary, and the execution of Private 
Henry stood out in my mind as the incident 
most surcharged with drama. The written 
recital had the simplicity, the inevitability. 
of Greek tragedy. As told again by the Gen- 
eral, with the woodfire crackling a minor 
accompaniment, it lost none of those quall- 
ties. 


ITH a spark of hope still alive, but 
V\ growing fainter each day, the party 

had retreated 500 miles by boat to 
Cape Sabine, on Ellesmere land, and there 
established winter quarters. They were 
still 25 in number. They built themselves a 
winter house, 25 feet long by 17 feet wide, 
with stone walis three feet high and about 
six inches in thickness. 

Over the top was laid a whaleboat, fori- 
ing a ridgepole. Oars were used aa rafters, 
and over the whole was stretched a canvas 
tent and saila for a roof. Two pipes lead- 
ing through the roof served aa chimneys and 
ventilators. There were no windows. the 
only source of light being an Eskimo bliub- 
ber-lamp, which was lighted about an nour 
each day. Whenever cooking was dore. it 
was necessary to pull out the cloth 
which the roof vents were atuffed. 

The house was surrounded with an outer 
wall of snow To the rescuers, when at 
last they arrived, the low structure looked 
like a snow drift rather than a habitation 
built for 25 men. Entrance was gained. 
Eskimo fashion, through a tunnel about 
three feet high and two and half feet wide. 
Here the party lived for the seven terrible 
winter months preceding the rescue of the 
seven survivors. ‘‘There was literally no 
space between us,’ said General Greely. 

What did the Lady Franklin Bay expedi- 
tion accomplish? Like the MacMillan ed. 
venture, it was undertaken, not in an effort 
to reach the North Pole, but for purposes of 
scientific investigation and discovery.

frozen North, at the command of the War 
Department, to establish for the United 
States one of a chain of 13 circumpolar sta- 
tions, for the taking of scientific observa- 
tions, recommended by the Hamburg Inier- 
national Geographical Congress of 1879. it 
was thus an expedition in which there was 
world-wide interest. 

Gen. Greely its not dreaming the vears 
away. He is still at work. Correspondents 
in all parts of the world keep him informed 
on international] affairs. A portable type- 
writer in his study at “Hidden House,"’ with 
a sheet half filled with typing, was visible 
evidence of his activity. He does his own 
typing. When he comes down from the 
mountains for the fall and winter in Wash- 
ington, he will bring the typewriter with 
him and keep on working.

By way of rounding out the interview, I 
asked him to tell of his feeling in the fuce 
of death on Cape Sabine. 


wT HERE was no fear of death there. 


Every night we went to sleep in 

the knowledge that we might nevef 

awake. The was all, We were too accus- 
tomed to the presence of death to fear it. 

“St Pauw.’ he added, ‘‘said that he died 

daily. St. Paul never did, but I did. I died 


‘ daily for three months.’ 


Twelve were living when the tragedy of 
their besetment in the Arctic ice reached 
its apex wifh the execution of Private 
Charles B. Henry, whose real name, as Gen- 
eral Greely records in his diary, was Charlea 
Henry Buck. 

“Time has softened the recollection of 
Henry's wrongdoing,’’ said General Greely. 
‘IT should prefer that the story be read in 
and between the lines of the official reports. 
But—asince you inquire—Henry had been a 
deserter before he joined the Lady Frank- 
lin Bay expedition. I did not know that, 


of course, or he would never have been 
taken. Henry repeatedly stole from our 
supplies and I ordered him shot. We were 


reduced at that time to the eating of small 

bits of sealskin, softened in water; lichen 

gathered from the rocks, and shriinps. 
‘‘Sealskin,’’ interpolated the General, in 


a matter-of-fact tone, ‘is not bad if it Is 
untanned. It is something like the skin 
of a chicken. Shoe soles are good; any- 


thing of that sort, in fact, is all right if it 
has not been tanned. The shrimps were 80

They were really a sort of sea-lice, 
each about the size of a rice kernel. As 
for water, we didn’t use much; we didn't 
have the fuel to melt the ice with. I used 
sometimes to thaw out ice on my body so 
as to give water to a sick man.” 

The stark facts as recounted by General 
Greely in the interview can be filled in 
from the day-by-day records kept by mem- 
bers of the party. This was the state to 
which they had come in their fight with the 
merciless Arctic winter, as revealed in an 
entry in Greely's diary for June 4, 1884: 


called by our party for want 
name. 


“Our condition grows more horrible 
each day. No man knows when death 
is coming, and each has long. since 
faced it unmoved. Each man who has 
died has passed into the preliminary 
stages of mental, but never violent wan- 
dering, without suspicion that death 
has marked him.” 


ORPORAL SALOR had just died of 
& starvation—the thirteenth man of the 

party so to perish during that winter 
on Cape Sabine—-and the survivors had 
lacked the strength to bury him. Corporal 
Elison, one of the strongest and most he- 
roic of the group, lay in his sleeping bag 
with both hands and both feet frozen off. 
Greely expected—had expected for three 
months—to die any day. 

All of them were emaciated almost be- 
yond recognition. Those who crawled out 
from the crowded hut in the hope of ob- 
taining food could not fail to see’ the 
graves of their comrades, and the bodies

On the next day he wrote: ‘‘Henry ac- 
knowledged again to me that he had been 
stealing, and I had a long conversation with 
him, in which I told him that as he had no 
conscience he might at least have a little 
common sense; that it was evident that if 
any of the party survived, it must be 
through unity and fair dealing, otherwise 
everybody would perish. He promised to 
deal fairly in the future, and seemed im- 
pressed with my caution that he would come 
to grief if he did not.” 


Greely, however, doubted his sincerity, 
and consequently, on the same day as his 
interview with Henry, issued the following 
order to Sergeants Brainard, Frederick and 
Long: 


Private Henry having been repeated- 
ly guilty of stealing the provisions of 
this party, which is now perishing slow- 
ly by starvation, has so far been con- 
doned and pardoned. It is, however, 
imperatively ordered that if this mar 
be detected either eating food of any 
kind not issued him regularly, or mak- 
ing caches or appropriating any article 
of provisions, you will at once shoot 
him and report the matter to me. Any 
other course would be a fatal leniency, 
the man being able to overpower any 
two of our present force.

Not a day elapsed before Henry was caught 
stealing shrimps out of the general meas- 
pot while the cook's back was turned. Later 
Henry was seen making two trips to the 
old winter quarters of the party. On his 
return from the second trip, Greely asked 
him what he had been doing. He admitted 
that he had taken from there sealskin 
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‘the party.

General Greely issued the death warrant 
printed in the box at the head of this ar- 
ticle and Henry was executed, but the mian- 
ner of his death, as disclosed, was not de- 
cided strictly according to the formal order 
for ‘‘two ball and one blank cartridge.” Life 
on Cape Sabine had been stripped down to 
the elemental necessities. 


HE story now may be told by General 
(then Sergeant) Brainard, the only 
other surviving member of the expedi- 
tion. The record shows that Brainard, 27 
years old at the time, served with exception- 
al heroism. Greely'’s diary is replete with 
notes about his unremitting efforts, at tre- 
mendoys hardship to himself, to keep the 
party supplied with life-saving shrimps. For 
70 days Brainard made a daily journey of 
a mile, past the graves of his comrades, to 
examine his shrimp nets. These were gunny 
sacks, baited and sunk in the water. It took 
from 1200 to 1500 shrimps to make a gill. 
Like the chief of the Greely expedi- 
tion, Genefal Brainard is now a man of 
‘remarkable vigor for his years, giving no 
visible sign of any ill effects from the tor- 
tures of htinger and cold on Cape Sabine. 
Squarely built and straight as a poker, 
General Brainard carries his 68 years with a 
military jauntineds that is accentuated by the 
upturned ends of his white mustache.

“The straws were drawn. Which-oft ws 
got the longest I have never told, and never 
shall tell. I do not believe that either of 
the others—both now dead—ever told. 

“It was in the afternoon of June 6, about 
2 o'clock. I remember it as one of our 
blackest days on Cape Sabine. Two other 
members of the party besides Henry died ' 
that day. They died of starvation, while 
Henry, by his pilfering throughout the wip. 
ter, had kept himself in good trim. He was 
a big fellow, 6 feet and 1 Inch tall, weighing 
normally about 200 pounds. General Greely 
does not exaggerate when he says thas 
Henry could have overpowered any two men 
in the party. We were so weak that he 
would have been too much for six of us. 

*‘Armed with the chosen rifle, carried by 
the man who had got the long straw, We 
called Henry out of the hut and ordered 
him to go with us. He did not then know We 
were to kill him. We took him about 160 
yards down from the hill to a point near 
the old winter house. There we stopped 
and read to him the order of execution.

‘‘We took Henry's body, wrapped it in cam 
vas, carried it from 50 to 100 feet and 
dropped it into the sea. It was dropped if 
what we called the ‘tidal crack’—the space 
between the fixed ice at the edge of the land, 
known as the ‘ice-foot.’ and the ice floe that 


rises and falla with the tide. The crack al 
that point was about two feet across. 


“After putting Henry's body away, we = 


went back to the tent and reported to the 
commander. The order was then read to 
the assembled party, and all said that 26 
other course could have been pursued.” 

When Henry’s bundles were searched aft 
er the execution, considerable quantities of 
sealskin were found, as well as a pair of 
sealskin boots which Greely had lent to a 
other member of the party and which had 
been stolen two nights before. In his poe® 
et was a silver chronograph which he had 
stolen from Greely’s effects. 

As soon as Greely could get in touch with 
the War Department, he made a @ 
report of the execution and asked that BM

In preference to so- 
clal entertainments she always, when there 
le time to spare, asks to be taken to visit the 
social settlements in the commualty. 


This winter she is to enjoy her first real 
filing at indoor recreation, she told me, when 
she expects to spend two months in New 
York, “seeing good plays and hearing good 
music and taking some Uterary coufses at 
Columbia University.’

It is very obvious—though none but Fred- 
erick Hoelzel seems to have thought of it 
that way—that man, while fasting, becomes 
acannibal. He consumes his own human 
flesh. He lives on it. And the discomfort 
which usually followe the beginning of a 
fast, he says, is due largely, in his belief, 
to the change from a food ration which con- 
tains vegetables and carbohydrates to one of 
meat alone. The same discomfort he has 
found to follow the beginning of a test he 
made some years ago of a 10 weeks’ ez- 
clusive carnivorous diet. In each case after 
two weeks he became more or less adjust- 
ed to the new condition. To guard himself 
against unpleasant disturbances which usu- 
ally follow the beginning of a fast he took 
with his last meal or two a few ounces of 
pure white petroleum jelly. Later, in the 
course of the fast, he mixed such jelly with 
cellulose flour (Cellu Flour) flavored with 
a solution of saccharine. It was without the 
slightest food value, but it served to sweep 
all waste from the alimentary canal.

“It was healthier, sounder material than 
I had starved off,” he says. There is

By their experiments on Hoelzel, on other 
human subjects and on dogs, Professor Car! 
eon and Dr. Kunde at the University of Chi- 
cago have demonstrated an increase in en- 
ergy output as the result of fasting, and «a 
Japanese investigator, Dr. Sakashira, has in- 
dependently secured similar results. 

“The conclusion is therefore warrant- 
ed.’ says Hoelsel, “that fasting in genera! 
causes a rise in energy output. that is. It 
has either a real rejuvenating effect or does 
something which amounts to a sort of re- 
juvenescence. 

But whether the results are worth the 
price, he believes is a question. “The bene 
fit will depend on habits of eating after 
fasting.’ he says, on knowledge and self- 
discipline. “Im some cases,”” he continues 
“the length of time the benefit lasts or may 
be made to last would make fasting pay 
even though it were a difficult ordeal. How- 
ever, I believe that when fasting is better 
understood ways will be found to make it 
less and less trying. Personally | believe 
if no other way of 4asting is found someone 
will some day invent some kind of anes- 
thetic which will put one to sleep to hiber- 
nate for a few months and that one will 
wake up out of that sweet dream to find 
himself 10 or 20 years younger’!

In spite of the fact that the day of the 
biggest airships has witnessed the most ter- 
rible disasters, it cannot be denied that 
safety has developed along with dirigible 
dimensions. The fact that the death list 
has continued to mount with the advance- 
ment of dirigible aviation does not mean 
that the giant craft of the present day are 
any more hazardous than those of the old 
days. Everybody knows that automobiles, 
considered individually, are safer than they 
were 20 years ago, but at the same time 
everybody knows more people are getting 
killed by them than were killed 20 years 
ago or one year ago. There are so many 
more each year who risk death in the air. 


HE elimination, to a great degree, of 
dangerous hydrogen gas in TYavor 
of noninflammable helium has done 
much to promote safety in dirigible 
operations. So have improvements in 
motors and steering apparatus. Pic- 
ture a primitive airship, such as the 
“Arrow, flown by Roy Knabenshue at 
the World's Fair here in 1904, attempting 
to make-a transcontinental flight such aa 
that accomplished with ease by the Shenan- 
doah. Think of Walter Wellman’s “Amer- 
ica,’ which plunged into the Atlantic off 
Cape Hatteras in 1910, setting ont to ac- 
complish such a transoceanic victory as that 
turned in by the Los Angeles last Octeber. 
Now that we are more familiar with the lim- 
itations of aircraft and better acquainted 
with the perils that mark their courses, we 
are Inclined to smile at the presumption of 
Wellman, who dared to hope that he could 
cross the Atlantic in a puny craft 228 feet 
long. with motors of 160 horsepower and a 
lifting capacity of only 24,000 pounds, The 
Los Angeles is 656 feet long, lifts 180,000 
pounds and has motors of 1600 horsepower.

Since then it haa been crossed by several 
heavier-than-air craft and once by dirigible, 
honors for that last achievement going, as 
already has been stated, to the Los Angeles. 


N THE light of aviation’s experiments 
j since 1910 it is not difficult to understand 

why such ancient ships as the “Arrow” 
and the “America” could not reasonably 
hope to weather storms and perform such 
‘eats as were later performed by such giant 
ships as the Shenandoah and the Dixmude. 
The problem of aviation now is to discover 
and profit by the weaknesses that contrib- 
uted to their destruction so that the Los 
Angeles and other big ships that still sur- 
vive may escape a similar fate. 

As both the Shenandoah and the Dixmude 
were victims of storms, it will no doubt be 
difficult for any board of investigation ever 
to say just h@éw much responsibility can be 
placed upon faults of construction or man- 
ner of operation. Charges of neglect and 
carelessness have been flung right and left 


in the Shenandoah investigation. Captain 
Anton Heinen, German pilot and construc- 
tion adviser in the buliding of the ship, says 
the removal of eight of the craft's 18 safety 
valves sealed the big ship's doom. Colonel 
Willlam E. Mitchell, deposed assistant chief 
of the air service, charges the accident was 
the direct result of incompetency, criminal 
negligence and almost treasonable adminis- 
tration of the War and Navy Departments 
Others, among them some of the wreck sur- 
vivors, hold to the opinion that the stress 
brought upon the hull of the ship by its roll- 
ing and rising and falling in the wind caused 
the wrenching loose of the cabins and that 
the holes thus torn allowed air to rush into 
the bag, causing the ship to buckle. All these 
theories may be correct in some measure, 
but regardiess of how many congressional 
investigations are held, who will ever know 
just how much each of these things contrib- 
uted to the disaster? 


vestigation. Various allegations of re- 

sponsibility for that wreck were made. 
Charges were heard that the ship was not 
in a fit cdndition for the trip; that it was 
ordered out at a dangerous season of the 
year. However, the only conclusion the 
commission of inquiry could reach was that 
the ship was struck by lightning while still 
intact, and so the blame had to be saddied 
on the elements. 

The tragedies of the ZR-2, which broke 
in two pleces and fell into the Humber River 
on its trial trip, and of the Roma, which 
fell in 1922 at Hampton Roads, offered 
more tangible targets for criticism of the 
builders. According to information gath- 
ered after the ZR-2 disaster, which cost the 
lives of 44 men, a longitudinal! girder broke 
amidship, cutting the craft in halves, and 
this was followed by a violent explosion of 
either hydrogen gas in the Dag or petrol in 
the tanks. At any rate it was declared that 
the breaking of the girder and not the ex- 
plosion was the real cause of the ship's 
collapse. Responsibility here was definitely 
placed upon those who fitted out the ship 
with a structural weakness. Even before 
the accident, it was disclosed, the girder had 
been found to be in a strained condition and 
had been reinforced. 

The Roma's fata) dive was traced to a 
fault in her controls. The explosion, which 
followed her contact with live wires after 
she fell, did not leave enough of her for a 
post-mortem examination, but the report of 
Captain Walter J. Reed, chief pilot of the 
craft, who miraculously escaped death, was 
enough to direct blame to the controls. 


UCH have been the merits and the 
s faults of the great leviathana of the air 

which tn the past have challenged the 
elements and have gone down to defeat. If 
the building of giant airships should be 
abandoned because of past disasters, the vic- 
tims of those tragedies then probably will 
have died for naught. But the Indications 
are that the story of dirigible achievements 
is not ended and that the hundreds of lives 
lost were not sacrificed in vain. For this 
country, much now dependa on the fortunes 
of the airship Los Angeles.

Orable occasion, but so little credence wag 
placed in reports of the feat that it scarcely 
got in the newspapers, That triumph 
marked the real beginning of aviation. 
Three years later Orville Wright, having 
just achieved a new world record of 67 min- 
utes in the air, was giving a demonstration 
flight at Fort Myer, Virginia, in that same 
“world supreme” airplane. He was riding 
on the crest of another triumph when the 
propeller struck a guy wire and the plane 
dived 40 feet into a hillaide and to its doom. 
Wright's flying partner, Lieutenant Thomas 
E. Selfridge, was killed and the inventor 
himself suffered a broken leg and several 
fractured ribs, That marked aviation’'s first 
notable disaster. It followed close on the 
heels of the firat triumph and since that 
time the two offsprings of aviation have re- 
mained inseparable——triumph and tragedy. 


HESE last two decades have been 
a period of breath-taking evolu 
tion in aircraft. From that un- 
gainly fledgling -which 20 years ago 
appalled the world by soaring for 38 min- 
utes at a stretch has come a family of awift 
and graceful birds which cross the Atlantic 
at one hop: which dash from coast to coast 
between dawn and dusk; which invade the 
front yard of the North Pole, and which roar 
around a race course at 302 miles an hour. 
From the old free balloon of county fair 
days has sprung a race of giant dirigibles 
which carry a hundred men on crulses of 
thousands of miles and in times of war hurl 
two-ton bombs upon great cities. 
But disasters have kept pace with tri-

From that point the Ist of tragedies and 
failures extends _on through Walter Well- 
man’s dismal attempt to cross the Atlantic 
in an early type of dirigible; through the 
disasters to altrcraft during the war; 
through the countiess airplane accidents of 
the flying flelds and other dirigible mis- 
haps which rank scarcely lower in impor- 
tance than the great Shenandoah and Roma 
disasters already mentioned. Here are a 
few more of the blows which have buffeted 
the advance of lighter-than-air craft: 

Zeppelin L-1 destroyed off Heligoland 
September 9, 1913, with a loss of 15 lives.

umphs in this era of aircraft evolution. 
One gives only passing notice to such com- 
monplace occurrences as the crash of an 
airplane nowadays. The Fort Myer accident 
which shocked the country In 1908 would 
scarcely find a place on page one today. 
Front-page banner lines and “top heads’’ 
are reserved for such stupendous news 
events as the crash of a mighty dirigible 
with a resultant dead list ranging anywhere 
from 10 to 50. A glance over the Hist of 
a few comparatively recent . catastrophes 
will show how relentlessly disaster has 
stalked on the heels of progress. 

The giant dirigible ZR-2, bought in En- 
gland for the United States, met destruction 
on August 24, 1921, when her frame 
buckled and she fell into the Humber River, 
near Hull, England. Forty-four men, in- 
cluding 16 Americans, were killed.

The great army dilrigible, Roma, bought 
by the United States in Italy, crashed to 
earth in flames near Hampton Roads, Vir- 


ginia, on February 21, 1922. The death 
toll was 34. 

The French dirigible, Dixmude, cruising 
over the Mediterranean, was presumably 


struck by lightning and fell into the sea on 
December 21, 1923. Her officers and crew, 
numodcring 52 men, were all lost. 

The great Shenandoah, America’s pride of 
the air, broke in plecea in ai storm near 
Caldwell, Ohio, early on the morning of Sep- 
tember 8 and hurtled down from an altitude 
of 6000 feet, carrying 13 men to their 
deaths and others to serious injury. 


HESE are a few of the later 
calamities, but the list is longer 
than merely the roll of most of 

the greatest dirigibles ever built. The 
story of lives lost in man’s effort to con- 
quer the air goes back even beyond the age 
of aviation and into aeronautics of the last 
century. Frequent fatal mishaps attended 
the development of aeronautics, one notable 
instance being the destruction of Andree’s 
balloon in 1893. That intrepid Frenchman, 
it will be recalled, attempted to sail to the 
North Pole in a free balloon. The only 
trace ever found of him or his craft after his 


The balloon Akron, groomed for trans- 
atlantic voyage, exploded at Atlantic City 
July 2, 1912, killing five.

Confronted by this appalling list of cas- 
ualties the observer looks with shaken con- 
fidence upon the future. He is beginning to 
ask himself the question, Does it pay? Even 
though mighty triumphs have been achieved 
in the last 20 years, have they been enough 
to outweigh the tragedies that accompa- 
nied them? Few, perhaps, will argue that 
the airplane has not proved its worth, but 
these giant dirigibles——are they worth the 
cost? And will any dirigible achievements 
even in remote prospect be worth the price 
they will exact if disasters such as that of 
the Shenandoah are to continue?

‘Disasters are part of the game,” declares 


Major Peek. ‘‘We had to expect them 
When we enter a conquest holding such 
a vast potentiality as mastery of the air, it 
is inevitable that we must pay dearly for 
our achievements. Virtually all really grea’ 
steps in human progress have been made 
over the bodies of martyrs to the cause 
Particuiarly has this been true of aviation, 
but it has also been true of other epoch- 
making developments in transportation. The 
railroad always has taken its yearly toll of 
lives and probably always will, but nobody 
would seriously consider dispensing with 
railroads on that account. The same ia true 
of the automobile. So far as we can see 
now it is true of any mode of transporta- 
tion that accomplishes a speed of a mile 
or more a minute. 


“IT won't go so far as to say that in avia- 
(lon we must continue to suffer disasters 
like that of the Shenandoah, but I will say 
that we must stand ready to face them as 
possibilities, or even probabilities. The 
crash to earth from a dizzy height is always 
an eventuality that haunts the course of the 
airman. It happens to comparatively few 
when you consider the number of persons 
engaged in flying, but it always has a 
chance of happening. It would be folly to 
talk of giving up the fight because so many 
of our big dirigibles have met with misfor- 
tune. If we did that the lives already lost 
would have been lost in vain. Almost daily 
improvements and diseoveries are being 
made which contribute to the safety of the 
flyer and we haye abundant reason to hope 
that accidents and Yhe likelihood of acci- 
dents: will be greatly reduced even if they 
cannot be entirely eliminated. 


“There is every reason for belief that in a 
few more years dirigibles will be in every- 
day use as carriers in .both passenger and 
freight lines. Germany's experiments with 
Zeppelins long ago proved that such craft 
were practicable for commercial purposes. 
Events of the war such as the bombing of 
London proved they were practicable and 
valuable in military operations. Some ad- 
vance the argument that the cost of building 
a ship of the Shenandoah type is so great 
that it could never pay for itself from a 
purely business point of view, even barring 
the probability of accidents. Of course, it 
must be granted that the cost is tremendous, 
but there is strong probability that it can 
be greatly reduced, especially if there is de- 
veloped a cheaper method of obtaining hell- 
um gas than that employed at present.

Their feats showed clearly enough that 
dirigibles could fill a place in commerce the 
airplane could never hope to fill because of 
their longer cruising radius and greater car- 
rying power. Last October the Shenandoah 
completed a transcontinental trip and re- 
turn, a total cruise of 8100 miles, in 235 
hours of actual flying time. The trip was 
begun at Lakehurst on October 7 and ended 
on October 25, so including a stay of 11 
days on the Pacific coast, the craft was 
away from her hangar just 18 days. Her 
flying time was considerably faster than the 
fastest possible time of an express train. A 
year earlier the Shenandoah, then known as 
the ZR-1, visited St. Louis and was seen by 
thousands at the air races at Lambert-St. 
Louls Flying Field.

N THE light of aviation’s experiments 
| since 1910 it is not difficult to understand 

why such ancient ships as the “Arrow” 
and the “America’’ could pot reasonably 
hope to weather storms and perform such 
‘eats as were later performed by such giant 
ships as the Shenandoah and the Dixmude. 
The problem of aviation now is to discover 
and profit by the weaknesses that contrib- 
uted to their destruction so that the Los 
Angeles and other big ships that still sur- 
vive may escape a similar fate. 

As both the Shenandoah and the Dixmude 
were victims of storms, it will no doubt be 
difficult for any board of investigation ever 
to say just hé@éw much responsibility can be 
placed upon faults of construction or man- 
ner of operation. Charges of negiect and 
carelessness have been flung right and left 
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in the Shenandoah investigation. Captain 
Anton Heinen, German pilot and conatruc- 
tion adviser in the bullding of the ship, says 
the removal of eight of the craft's 18 safety 
vaives sealed the big ship's doom. Colonel 
Willlam E. Mitchell, deposed assistant chief 
of the alr service, charges the accident was 
the direct result of incompetency, criminal 
negligence and almost treasonable adminis- 
tration of the War and Navy Departments 
Others, among them some of the wreck sur- 
vivors, hold to the opinion that the stress 
brought upon the hull of the ship by its roll- 
ing and rising and falling in the wind caused 
the wrenching loose of the cabins and that 
the holes thus torn allowed air to rush into 
the bag, causing the ship to buckle. Al) these 
theories may be correct in some measure. 
but regardiess of how many congressional 
investigations are held, who will ever know 
just how much each of these things contrib- 
uted to the disaster? 


vestigation. Various allegations of re- 

sponsibility for that wreck were made. 
Charges were heard that the ship was not 
in a fit condition for the trip: that it was 
ordered out at a dangerous season of the 
year. However, the only conclusion the 
commission of inquiry could reach was that 
the ship was struck by lightning while atil! 
intact, and so the blame had to be saddled 
on the elements. 

The tragedies of the ZR-2, which broke 
in two pleces and fell into the Humber River 
on its trial trip, and of the Roma, which 
fell in 1922 at Hampton Roads, offered 
more tangible targets for criticism of the 
builders. According to information gath- 
ered after the ZR-2 disaster, which cost the 
lives of 44 men, a longitudina! girder broke 
amidship, cutting the craft in haives, and 
this was followed by a violent explosion of 
either hydrogen gas in the Dag or petrol in 
the tanks. At any rate it was declared that 
the breaking of the girder and not the ex- 
plosion was the real cause of the ship's 
collapse. Responsibility here was definitely 
placed upon those who fitted out the ship 
with a structural weakness. Even before 
the accident, it was disclosed, the girder had 
been found to be in a strained condition and 
had been reinforced.

] T WAS the same way in the Dixmude in- 


dive was traced to a 
fault in her controls. The explosion, which 
followed her contact with live wires after 
she fell, did not leave enough of her for a 
post-mortem examination, but the report of 
Captain Walter J. Reed, chief pilot of the 
craft, who miraculously escaped death, was 
enough to direct blame to the controls. 


UCH have been the merits and the 
~ faults of the great leviathane of the air 

which tn the past have challenged the 
elements and have gone down to defeat. If 
bullding of giant airships should be 
abandoned because of past disasters, the vic- 
tims of those tragedies then probably will 
have died for naught. But the Indications 
are that the story of dirigible achievements 
is not ended and that the hundreds of lives 
lost were not sacrificed in vain. For this 
country, much now depends on the fortunes 
of the airship Los Angeles.
